When certain German fuehrers | 
brazenly blurted out that Europe | 
would have no leading industrial | 
country and that all the others | 
would be reduced to agrarian ap- | 
pendages, this evoked protests = | 
Italy. Hitler’s Minister Funk came | 
out with explanations and tried to 
minime the adverse impression. 
But what has indeed taken place 
this last year? Germany has cut 
even more its raw material supplies 
from Italy and forced the latter to 
dispatch 300,000 Italian workers to 
the Reich. 

This is how Italy's skilled labor 
power, one of the chief sources of 
the country’s prosperity which is 
low as it is, is being squandered. In 
Germany the skilled Italian worker | 
is often used as a common laborer. 

Italian fascism which was 80 4 
dignant that the workers should | 
emigrate from Italy is now itself 
exporting workers to Germany. 
Little wonder then that the Frank- 
furter Zeitung frankly admits that 
the foreign workers in Germany are 
like the slaves in ancient Rome 


and oppressing their own countries. 

Formerly Italy which was unable 
to pay for imported raw materials 
by home products augumented its 
income by proceeds from the tour- 
ist trade, shippigg and money 
transferred to Italy by emigrants.

Raw materials from Germany 
must be paid for by agricultural 
produce which Germany is only too 
eager to obtain and Italy which is 
mainly an agrarian country is fac- 
ing ever sharpening food crisis.

The All-India Radio reported that 
Chinese troops holding down the 
northeastern Burma Front again 
had repelled attempts by Thai 
troops to invade Burma in a Series 
of frontier clashes. 

Lieut.-Gen. Joseph W. Stu- 
revealed today that all U. S. forces 
in Burma, India and China, as well 
as two crack Chinese Burma armies, 
na ve been assigned to his command, 
and he declared: Our happiest day 
will be when we see American and 
Chinese soldiers together in Tokio.”

British Withdraw 


North of Rangoon 

LONDON, March 20 (UP).— 
‘British troops have withdrawn 
| from Tharrawaddy, 50 miles north 
of Rangoon, and a major two- 
pronged Japanese push toward 
Mandalay appears imminent, war 
dispatches from the Far East said 
tonight. 


Increasing Japanese activity was 
reported, including Fifth Column 
promotion behind the Imperial 
lines. 

A Bombay dispatch reported the 
loss of Tharrawaddy, on the Ran- 
goon-Prome road, and a British 
‘commentator here, emphasizing the 
town had little strategic value, 
said “there is 10 particular reason 
why we should not have evacuated 
it.” 


British officials expected the drive 
on Mandalay under way to consist 
of two Japanese columns advancing 
simultaneously from the Rangoon 
area—one up the Sittang River 
valley toward British positions at 
Toungoo and the other along the 
Irrawaddy valley toward Prome. 

Dispatches irom Mandalay re- 
vealed how Japanese boat patrols 
have slipped up the Irrawaddy 
River west of the Tharawaddy- 
Prome area to contact dissident na- 
tives in an attempt to organize 
them for a stab at vhe British rear. 


Australia Will

WASHINGTON, March 20 (UP).

one per cent of time worked dur- 
ing January of this year was lost 
as a result of strikes. 

Murray said that during the first 
two and a half months of 1942 
only 60,000 mandays of work were 
lost as a result of strikes. He said 
that this was less than one per 
cent of the time lost by strikes 
during the same two and a half 
months in 1942. 

GREEN SHOWS CONTRAST 

Green put it this way: Last year 
during this period strike losses were 
at the rate of 12 hours per man- 
year of work. This year the rate 
was 16 minutes per man year of 
work.

Murray charged that a leading 
participant in the disruptive letter- 
writing campaign is Thomas J. 
Wallner, President of the Southern 
States Industrial Council, with 
headquarters in Nashville, Tenn.

Cut Sentence 
Of Hill to 
Ten Months 


Fish Secretary Jailed for 
Concealing Link to 
Viereck 


WASHINGTON, March 20 (UP) — 


son Letts today reduced the prison 
sentence imposed on George Hill, 
former secretary to Rep. Hamilton 
Fish, R., N. Y., from two to six 
years to 10 months to three years. 


Hill was convicted of perjury in 
his testimony before a Federal Grand 
Jury which investigated foreign 
propaganda in this‘ country. He 
originally was sentenced on Feb. 6.

At the Freedom House 
dinner Thursday night Wendell Willkie cited 
Miller’s valiant feat, and then said: “He can- 
not enlist [except as a messman] in the 
United States Navy, and only for the reason 
that he was born with a black skin.”

This, of course, is among the ignorant, who always mistake the 
bellow of the vocal minorify for that of the more silent majority. But 
the prejudice will mount as the war continues. 

Slowly, the American people are waking to the danger we are in. 
Defeat follows defeat; soon the Japanese and Nazis may be on our 
shores. 

Americans aren't quitters or cowards. They will fight like heroes 
for their homes and institutions. Their slow but giant wrath will 
crush every foe. a 7 

And Father Coughlin is rooting for the Axis. And Father Curran 
is rooting for the U-boats. Too many priests of Irish extraction are 
prominent among the appeasers and pro-Nazis. They stand like en- 
emy targets on the road to American victory. 

If I were an Irish Catholic I would shudder with Dr. Agar at 
the explosive possibilities of such a situation. It is foolish even for 
an opportunist to bet his life that America will lose the war to Hitler. 

These Coughlinites, who work with the approval of the hierarchy, 
are also fixing an evil image in the American mind. 

For many years through American literature, the theatre and 
movies, there has passed the fictional character of a good priest, the 
Soggarth Aroon, beloved friend of all mankind. 

Millions of us, non-Catholic, accepted this legend, and had «a 
kindly respect for the Church and its good men. 

It was not altogether a myth; I myself have known such good 
priests and their work in slum neighborhoods. 

Not every man has the vocation for priesthood; bad or mediocre 
elements as in every human group, must drift in; but there are men 
with love in their hearts, who try to serve humanity as priests! This 
is sure. 

And what would creed or belief matter if the good men of the 
world could gather in congress to save humanity? The love in their 
hearts would unite them in finding a common path. 

At such a Congress the Father Currans and Father Coughlins 
could not be admitted. They have not a spark of love in their bosoms. 
They sow hate and confusion among men. They are champions of 
race-hatred, and hatred of all that is just and decent in democracy. 
They are nothing but Hitlerites. * 

When a non-Catholic American thinks of the Church today is 
it the image of the good priest that floats through his mind, or the 
image of a Father Coughlin on fire with hatred, his face distorted 
with ranting against Roosevelt, Churchill, the democratic cause? 

Father Coughlin, no doubt of it, is the loudest and best-known 
priest in the Catholic Church today. Is it good for the Churen that 
he should remain such in the eyes of a nation fighting for its life 
against all that Coughlinism means? Why do the good Catholics 
tolerate these bad spokesmen? Coughlinism is doing them an untold 

injury for all time to come.
